locaketh vcrye terribly to our ſenſes, cons 
cerning 
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cerning the effate of the damned perſons, 
calling if hel fire,damnation, the lake that 
burneth with fire 4 bzimſtone foz euer. In 
30.cha.of the pꝛopheſie of Eſay, it is called 
T ropheth,x it is euen pꝛepared of oloe, it 
is euen pꝛepared foꝛ þ king: he hath made 
it dep and large, p burning therofys fire e. 
much wode:the breath af the Lo2de like a 
Riuer of Bꝛimſtone doeth kindle it: theſe 
ſpechey are terrible to our ſenſes, t maye 
marueplouſlie amaze vs. But if 4 had the. 
tongue of an hundꝛed men, nay of an hun⸗ 
d2ed Angels, vet were J not able to-btter 
them, as ſome ſhall one daye fle them, 
much leſſe were you able fo cocetne them. 
If all the foztares 4 cruell tozments that 
can bee deuiſed by the wit of man, were 
"executed vppon ſome one, pet were it no⸗ 
thing to this. Mee poꝛe w2etches thinke 
there is no paine to a Collicke, 0z a cruell 
Ague. But tf all Collickes, agues, and all 
other ſtrange diſeaſes could poſſiblie light 
upon one man, pet were it but a fleabiting 
to that which is to comes. The pain is end⸗ 
leſe, eaſeleſle, and remedileſſe. The dates. 
of their helliſh toꝛments ſhat neuer weare 
put, noz their pear es come to an ende, the 
D 2 longer 
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longer they continue, the leſle hope haue 
they. When as many peres are expirsd, as 
there be men in the woꝛld, & ſtarres in tho 
heauens, when as many thouſande peares 
are ended, as there be ſtones, and ſands by 
the Den ſhoꝛe, vet ſtil there be ten hundꝛed 
thoulande tymes fo manis moꝛe to come, 
Thoſe that wil not now be moned in heas 
ring, ſhall then be cruſhed to peeces in fees 
ling. All dzonkards, ſwearers, whozemon⸗ 
gers, vſurers, extoꝛtioners, liers, mockers, 
contemners, ſecure perſons,iolly felowes, 
toiſting ruffians, luſtie bloudes, the bꝛaue 
laddes of this world, and all other vnbele⸗ 
uers hal one day be appꝛehended, and ar⸗ 
raigned befo2e the barre of Gods ttibunal 
ſeate,where the Paleſtie of GD D ſhall 
tand abone them With a naked ſwo2de of 
vengtaunte, and a ſcepter of iuſtite. The 
Diuell that old Satanas ſhal! ſtand on the 
one ſide fo accuſefhem,and their own con- 
ſcience on the other fide fo tondemne them 
andthe gaſping gulfe of Hell bnderneath 
them, ready fo ſwallow them vp fo2 euer⸗ 
moe Then ſhall the dzeadfull ſentence of 
efernall woe, anddamnation p2oceede a⸗ 
gainſt them.

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Therefoze dere bꝛethꝛen let vs repent. If 
the mercie of God tannot allure vos, let bis 
Judgements ſcarre vs. Af his Judgemen 
tes cannot ſcarre vs, ſet his wooꝛde mone 
vs, if his woozde cannot mote bs, let our 
ſinnes amaze vs: If our ſinnes cannot as 
maze vs, let the ſhoztnes of our life dampe 
vs, it the fzo2tnes of our life cannot dampe 
vs, let the mal number of thoſe that ſhalbe 
ſaued affray vs, if that cannot affroy vs, let 
death terriſie vs, il death cãnot terriſie vs, 
let the day of Judgement chake vs, if that 
cannot ſhake vs, yet let Yell tozmentes 
ſhudder vs, F rent vs in peeces, Fo2 veri⸗ 
ly verily my bzetbzen,ifnone of al theſe ca 
pꝛeuaple, it we will not foz al this repent, 
but be obſtinate, then wee ſhall all periſhe 
and ber damned, accoꝛding toChziſts wozs 
des.

The firff is vnbeltele, that is when men 
will not bela ue thoſe things that are ſpo⸗

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bol God, This is it that vomiteth bp al gos 


thinges, and poiſoneth the verie intrals of 
a man, & kepeth all good graces from vs. 
As appeareth, Math,13. 58. He did not 
manye greate woorkes there for theyr vn- 
belcefes ſake, And the 4. tothe Pebzewes 
it is ſaide. Vato vs was the Goſpell prea- 
ched, as alſo vnto them, but the word that 
they hearde profited not them, bicauſe 
it was not mixed with fayth in thoſe that 
heard it. So that here we may ſe, although 
wee heare neuer ſo much, xet if we bzinge 
not fapth with vs, wee ſhall neuer pꝛofite 
bnto Repentaunce , Foz vnbelefe taketh 
vp our hearts foz Sathan, and refuſeth all 
the wholeſome doqrine of S aluation, and 
doth ſo harden them in the wales of ſinne, 
that in the ende they become paſt feling, 
and canof be tuched one whit, either with 
the Judgementes 02 mercies of God; Buf 
count the one as blaſts of wind: and make 
the other a couert fo; their filthineſſe. You 
ſhall note ſome men, who when they haue 
heard their ſinnes ſkraightlre ripped vp by 
the wozd of God, and their inff damnation 
pꝛoued by the ſame, without ſpedie + ears. 
neſt repentance, wil bꝛeake out into theſe 

D 4 woꝛdes 
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woꝛds of bnhelef, If it be as he ſaith, God 
helpe vs, J hope if is not ſo, truſt J ſhall 
doe well enough fo2-all this, as long as A 
hane a god faith in God, and doe no body 
no barme : Shall J leaue my pleaſures, 
my pꝛoſites foz their ſa pinges? Mhat, do 
they thinke none ſhalbe lauen, but ſuch, as 
read the Sctriptures, and heare Sermons 2. 
God foꝛbid but thoſe which doe not go to 
beare ſermons Gould be ſaned as well as 
they. Why may not one ſerue God as well 
at home in his houſe , hauing god Bokes 
and god P2apers, as by comming to the 
Church to heare ſermons;and lermce 2 As 
las theſe men ſtand to much in their owns 
lig5t,and betraꝑ what folly and ignozance 
is in tit. Foz do they thinke to be ſaued by 
any other means the God hath appointed? 
Oz when God hath auouched anp things 
in his woꝛd, wil they accept againſt t, and 
ſo make God a lyar2 When God hath once 
ſet down a thing, and pꝛoued it to their fas 
ces, will they vet reply? When God hath 
tould vs that the pzeaching of the woꝛd, is 
the o2dinary meanes of our ſaluation, ſhal 
we hope to be ſaued although we tontemn 
if, and neuer oz very ſeldome heare it: 5s 
not 
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not this plaine infidelity c vnbeliefe, thut 
when God ſaith one thing, we will ſayan 
other: when God ſaith pea, we will ſay no 
J hope not ſo. Pes ſurelie, that is it, that 
ſtoppeth the wape vnto Oods graces, and 
barreth vs out from repentance. | 

The ſeconde let, is the pꝛeſumption of 
Gods mercy, foz if men be ſharply rep200- 
ned fo2 their ſinnes and exhoꝛted bnfo Res 
pentance,by s by they fake couert, ſaping. 
God is mercitull, GD D is mercikall, as 
though God were made all of mercte, and 
that there were no iuſtice in him at al:and 
thus the wicked make Gods mercy an oc⸗ 
caſion to ſinne , which thing the P2ophets 
Nahum in the firſt of his 17 — doeth 
ſharply repzone. The Lord ſaith he, is ſlow 
to anger, but he is great in power, and will 
not ſurely cleare the wicked, But becauſe 
I baue ſpoken afo2e of this pzeſuming E 
miſapplping of Gods mercie , J will here 
paſſe it ouer, willing you to note it as one 
ſpectall let vnto repentaunce. 

The third hinderance is the example of 
the multitude, fo2 that doeth harden # im⸗ 
bolden men vnto ſinne. As when many bir 
des flicker and flock fogither, they fall vp- 
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pon the net without any feare , but one oz 
'ewo alone wilbe afraid. Euen ſo the exram- 
ple of manie, and many ſinne companions 
do imbolden men to run thꝛough pſnares 
of, Satha without any miſtruſt. Therefoꝛe 
it is ſaid in Exod. 23. Thou ſhalt not fol- 
lowe a multitude to doe euyll. This is the 
thinge that hindzeth a great number from; 
God, fo2 they neuer loke bp vnto God, oz 
to his woꝛde, but ſtare vpon the common 
doinges of moſt wen, and examples of the 
wozld,thinking if they do as the moſt men 
doe, as their Foꝛefathers haue done be⸗ 
fo:e them, theꝝ are cockſure and of an euen 
ground. And hervpon ariſeth their diueliſh 
Pꝛouerbe: Doe as the moſt men doe, and 
the fe weſt will ſpeake of pon, but thei haue 
fozgotten © Paules rule. Rom. ia. Faſhion 
not your ſelues like vnto this world, Theſe 
fellows that ſtand vpd the multitude will 
rcaſon thus: We ſe none of Þ great ones 
ofthe woz2ld, none of the noble, none of the 
rich, none of the wiſe and pꝛudent, receiue 
this dodrine, but onely a fewe ſhackrags, 
and beggerly raſcals, & thereſoꝛe it is a to- 
ken that it is nothing woꝛth, and that it is 
doubtſull, and not foz vs to medle _ 
oe, 
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Ave. what thoughts may creep in our heads | 
des, and how ſlily Sathan mate trumpe in 
our wap, and blindfold vs, + lead ys away : 
in the darke, by doting vs with p example 
of the multifude.Therfoze let vs take b&d 
of thoſe pitfalles, which Sathan layeth in 
our way, # not be caried away with theſe. 
thoughtes and reaſons, The wicked bearg 
themſelues in hand, that theyſhal win the | 
game, and that p'goale goeth on their ſide, 
and there is nothing but crowing long be- 
foze it bee dare, and greate triumphing a- 
mongſt them befoze any ſtroke be ſtriken. 
t that becauſe we be buf a handful} of peo- 
ple, and they a great multitnve,and that in 
a maner the whole wozld agreeth w them 
to pꝛadiſe our death. Thus the deuil — 
caſt a miſt befoze their eies, and clofly lead 
them away from repentaunce, Therefoze 
deer bzethzen,let vs ſtand faſt in the wo2y. 
of the Lo2d,and not be caried away, 02 bo- 
wed quite down with this raging ſtreamt 
of the multitude: but let vs knowe it to be 
one ſpecial engine of Sathan, whereby be 
dꝛiueth vs from repentance. 
Cye fourth let vnto repentance is long. 
cuſtome of ſinne. Koz that taketh away 22 
ſe 8 
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ſenſe x feeling offinne; and making it as if 
were another nature bnto ds: Do that we 


may aſwel alter nature as ſhake it ot, whe 


it is once thus folded vnto vs thꝛongh lõg 
cuſtome. Therefore,it is ſaid, Iere. 13.23. 
Can the blacke More chaungehis{kin, or 
the Leopard his ſpots? the may ye alſo do 
good that are-accuſtpmed to do euill. Here 
the Pzophef affirmeth,that it is as hard to 
cure an olddiſcaſe that is bzed inthe bone 
and to remedie a ſinne that hath bene-hat-- 
ched,and bꝛought vp with vs, as to waſhe 
a-black Moe white, oz to change the ſpots 
of a Leopard, which cannot be without de⸗ 
ſfroying of nature. And ſurely trie it who 
will, he ſhall finde it as harde a matter to 
leaue an old cuſtõ, whether it be of ſwea⸗ 
ring, ot gaming, of lying, of whoꝛing, of c- 
mill company, oz of any other ſinne, as to 
waſh an Actkiopian. Therfoge it is w2it- 
ten. Prover.27, Though thou ſhouldeſt 
bray a Foole in a morter, emong wheate 
brayed witha peſtell, yet ſhall not his foo- 
liſhnes depart from him. Ss that as long 
as we are in cuſtome with ſinne, the doze 

of repentance is barred vp againſt vs. 
Che fifth hinderance is long eſcaping of 
puniſh⸗ 
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pnniũimentoꝛ the wicked therby are far 
kenet in inne, and dꝛiuen off from repens 
tante enen as amol theefe that hatp ſtol⸗ 
len a long time, imd eſcapeth bothe pꝛyſon 
and gallowes, animated moe boldlp to 
20c&d in his wickedneſlſe, thinking hes 
ſhallſodltayes eltape n manie filthie e 
loſe liuerk go foʒ ward in their abhomina⸗ 
tions without repentaunte, thinking that 
bicaule Gun dach not tncontinentfly puniſh 
them, am ew ſome manifeſt'iudgients 
8 ſignes ofthis wꝛath vpin theni;therefozg 
they ſhalbe acquitedfs2 altogither. Mher⸗ 
as contrartuuſe, if God ſhouly by and by 
ſtrie the do wne aſſone az they had ſinnen 
by thundering vpon one, and lightning vs 
pon another, t raining fire; and bʒimſtone 
vpon the third it would make them afraid; 
Bere vpon it is ſaide in Pet. 213. 4. This 
firſt vnderſtand thas there ſhal come in the 
taſt dayes mockera, which wilt -walke af 
ter their laſfes; and ſay, where is the pꝛo⸗ 
_ miſe of his comming? oꝛ ſince the fathers 
died all things continue alike ffom the bes 
ginning of the creation But let theſe men 
well knowe, that when God hath »elaped 
a long time, F p;otonged the terme of the 
ticked 
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wicked, at length he will chem, 5 althongh 
he waited fo: their repentance, yet he fo2- 
gafte not their miſderdes, but regiſtred 
them hefo2e him, and packed them vp vpõ 
a .* heape,to increaſe er of his 
wen 5 

The urt hinderance is thekehblaing of 
other mens endes. Foz when ſome men 
that haue liued a wicked and vagractous 
life, and haue bern notoꝛious ſinners even 
to the wozld ward. ſo that euer man could 
pointe at them: yet, it vpon theit᷑ death bed 
they can lap a fewe god wꝛdes, and crys 
God mercy, and ſay their pꝛaiers, and fo2s 
giue all the woꝛld, and (o die quiefly: It is 
marueilous to heare howe the fwliſhe peo⸗ 
ple of the wozld will exalt them, and iuſti⸗ 
fie them, ſaying: he made a bery god ende, 
as any man could make, and died as quiet 
as a Lambe, ⁊ ſet all things in god oꝛder, 
befoze hee died. Here vpon an other wice 
ked r monſtrous verlet is encouraged to 
finnc. Foz thinketh he, ſuch a man lined as 
{oſcly as J, oz any man elſe , and pet hee 
made a berie god ende, and why mate not 
A doe ſo to? But alas, theſe mens eies 


are bleared, Foz fo die quieily is not to dy 
godlie, 
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godly, fo cryeGod mercie fo2fathion,, is 
not to haue God mercifull, to ſaye a fewe 
E with teeth out warde, is not to dis 

in the faith of Chꝛiſt. foꝛ mane may doe al 
this, and yet die miſerably. 

Che laſt let is hope of long life, foꝛ white 
men feede, and beſet themſelues in this 
hope, they war dꝛonken in ſin, and deferre 
the day ol ol Repentaunte. As the riche man 
in the Luke. Ia. dꝛeaming of his long lyſe,. 
caſt off all thought of God, and of the other 
lzfe,andof Chꝛiſtes comming, and of Res 
pentaunce, and all god thinges, and ſavde 
within himſeife : Soule, thou hat much 
goods laid vp fo2 many yeres,line af caſe, 

eate, dꝛinke, and take thy paſtime .: Thus 
the bleareped men of this wo2ld, choke bp 

e t quite (mother it, by doting 
themlelues with hope of long life. Where- 
foze my deare b:cthzen, Jbeſeche you by 
the mercics of Godin the bowels of Jeſus 
Chzilf,that none of all theſe common lets, 
m_ ſtay you from ſptdie and vnfaigned 
Repenfance. But that ppu may onerſtride 
them all, leaſt vnhappily you being found 
without Repenfance, and taken tardie in 
tour ũnnes, could all periſh, and be dams, 

ned
